Many landowners in this situation 
are reluctant to fix or alter the property where a 
guest has been injured because they feel this 
may demonstrate that there was negligence Srigk 
nally. As a general rule in Iilihois,, evidence of sub- 
Sequent repairs is not admissible to show prior 
negligence 

In one recent case, a police officer slipped and 
fell on ice that had accumulated on a porch step 
at a residence. He fell on his back, and was even- 
tually terminated by the police department for 
medical reasons. He later filed suit against the 
landowner, alleging that he had perr i 
ries which had resulted in substantia’ 
and lost wages.

Two years after the accident, the landowner 
made repairs to the front pare step and installed 
gutters for the porch roof. When the case came 
to trial, the plaintiff attempted to introduce evi 
dence of these subsequent repairs, including | 
photographs of the house taken after the repairs |} 
were completed. The trial court excluded this evi- 
dence, and the jury returned a verdict in favor of 
the landowner. The injured police officer 
appealed the decision, and one issue was 
whether the evidence of subsequent repairs was 
properly excluded. 

The Appellate Court affirmed the decision of f 
the trial court and noted in evidence of subse- 
quent repairs is inadmissible to show prior negli- 
gence. The Court:emphasized that one reason 
for this rule was that the repair may merely be 
motivated by the landowner’s desire to exercise 
the highest care and therefore not be an admis- 
sion of negligence. The second reason why such 
evidence is inadmissible is that as a matter of 
public policy, “ the taking of corrective measures 


should not be discouraged by allowing evidence 
thereof.”

When the doors close’ for -good at 
East St. Louis Lincoin-High School at 
the end of this school season, they 
also will close on an illtistrious chap- 
ter ‘of THSA basketball history 

Percentage-wise, no school played 
better in the state tourmament than 
Lincoln’ High. Bennie Lewis-coached 
teams compiled»a won-loss record of 
20-5, which represents a best-ever .800 
winning percentage. The next closest 
schools — Maywood Proviso East 
(22-6) and Venice (11-3) — have won 
state tournament games at a .786 
clip. 

Only three other schools have won 
at least 70 percent of their tourney 
contests. Dolton Thornridge (10-3) has 
won 77 percent, Chicago King (18-6) 
has won 75 percent and Bloomington 
(145) has won 74 percent 

At long last, an accurate formula 
has been devised which ranks schools 
from the most to the least successful 
programs in IHSA tournament histo-

ry. The formula takes into consider- 
ation such facts as tournament won- 
loss percentage, tournament visits, 
how far a team advances, number of 
trophies won, and which trophies won 
(first, second, third or fourth). It is 


hard to argue with either the method 
or the results. 


The interesting thing is that south- 
ern Illinois schools are among the 
best programs in state tournament 
history. 

Leading the pack of 90 schools 
which have made at least five state 
visits and played at least ten state 
games over the last 91 years is Quin- 
cy, which has compiled 1,788 points 
With 29 trips to state, 13 visits to the 
final four, six appearances in the title 
game, two state titles, and a winning 
percentage of .603 (44-29), the Blue 
Devils represent the most’ successful 
high school basketball program in 
state history.

“My office has been contact- 
ed by several individuals and 
veterans groups about rumors 
that they must register by Oct 





1 in order to receive veterans 
benefits any time in the 
future,’’ Shimkus said. ‘‘This is 


simply not true.’’ 

“If a vet is sick, he will be 

entitled to benefits,” said Greg 
Henn, a counselor at the Madi- 
son County Veterans’ Affairs 
Office. “‘At different times, as 
apart of an insurance fraud 
scheme, this information gets 
circulated.’* 
_ Shimkus said the inaccurate 
information is being dispersed 
via the Internet, short wave 
radio and radio call-in shows 
that state all veterans must 
register by the deadline or 
they will not receive future 
benefits. 

The Veterans’ Health Care 
Eligibility Reform Act of 1996 
did establish an enrollment 
system to manage the delivery 
of health care services by the 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs. 

In that legislation, an Oct. 1 
deadline was set for imple- 
menting the new enrollment 
system, not a deadline for vet- 
erans to enroll 

“After Oct. 1, veterans will 
have to enroll to receive health 
tare benefits from the VA,” 
Shimkus said. ‘‘But this enroil- 
ment can take place at any 
time. 

“For instance a veteran who 
does not enroll by Oct. 1 would 
Still be eligible for VA servic- 
es.
